This was the view expressed in this column last week, | 
and further study of the question only serves to confirm and strengthen 
that opinion. 

It is gratifying to note, too, that the soundness of this suggested solu- 
ion is being utged more and more upon the Federal Government and the 
people of Canada. Such influential men as Hon. T. A Crerar, President 
Beatty of the C.P.R., Sir Frederick Williams Taylor, general manager ‘of 
the Bank of Montreal, and other leaders in Canadian affairs, support this 
view. 

If in the development of our natural resources lies the solution of our 


railway problems—and if increased business will solve the railway problem! 


it will likewise assist to solve other national problems of taxation and 
economics—then the question presents itself as to which of our many re- 
sources attention should first be turned as best calculated to quickly re- 
spond to well directed Government and individual effort. Also, in the 
light of existing world conditions, which of our resources will make the 
strongest appeal to the people of the world? Again, which of our re-) 
sources, if more fully developed, will react upon and opefate to bring about 


There can be no two opinions as to the richest, the most important, 
the basic natural resources of this country. It is to be found in the agricul 
tural lands spread over the Dominion from the Atlantic to the Pacific. 
Valuable as are the mines, the forests, the fisheries of Canada, and neces- 
sary as they are tomthe upbuilding of a Strong and self-contained nation, 
they individually and collectively take second place, to agriculture.

McDonald was right. The Mount- 
ed Police were being .organized at 
Fort Pelly that summer and the very 
fact of their red coats (whose num- 
bers of course were very much exag- 
gerated) had created a tremendous 
impression amongst all the Indian 
tribes. : : 

After a long pow-wow, the damage 
to the Sioux husband’s injured feel- 
ings was compensated by a substan- 
tial payment, which amount was duly 
charged to the guilty clerk’s account, 
while he was smuggled ‘out of the 
fort and sent back to his post with 
orders to stay there. Poor sinner, 
“the company put up with his failings 
for some years and then dismissed 
him, and from that his course was 
downward. 

A peculiar incident took place with 
the Sioux a little later on. A small 
band of Crees had come in from the 
plains and camped on the west side 


_.of the fort (the Sioyix were on the 


east). They were well Supplied with 
buffal6 robes, dried meat and pemi- 
can, also lots of ponies... This was 
very attractive to the Sioux who were 
as poor as the Crees were well off. 
They finally made friendly overtures 
to the Crees, ‘which Were accepted, 
and then challenged them to’a great 
gamble, which was promptly taken 
up. I had never watched any Indian 
‘gambling so was very much interest- 
ed and had young McKay explain the 
procedure, which was simply a mat- 
ter of guessing right as to which hand 
held the button or whatever was used,

number, sat opposite one another in 
a large tepee, their laps covered with 


a colored blanket. Tom-toms were 
beating gently, louder, then furiously, 
‘while a continued “A,ha, A,ha” song 
went on in chorus. The hands\were 
concealed, then waved in the air, and 
finally held rigid when the opponent. 
made his choice, The stakes were all 
piled up in plain sight. I specially 
noted an elderly blind Sioux sitting 
behind their players, , He they con- 
Stently referred to when big stakes 
were up and invariably won. So 
much so, that after playing all night 
the Crecs were beaten to a finish, los- 
ing nearly all their wealth. The fame 
of the blind Sioux spread. far and 
wide, and though many Indians came 
in to try their fortunes, they were in- 
variably losers, Was it te'epathy, 
mind reading, or what? Anyway 
with his prophetic insight he revived 
the fortunes of the Sioux, and they 
shortly moved camp and I aeard no 
more of them, 

These Sioux, or Dacotah Indians, 
were not a pleasant people. Many 
of both sexes were handsome, but 
they nearly all had a hard, fierce ex- 
pression, and a pleasant face was a 
rarity. Their tepees were scrupulous- 
ly clean and tidily kept, and they were 
all very particular about their per- 
sonal appearance, One could not 
forget in dealing with them chat their 
hands were red with much innocent 
blood of white people, and when it 
came to torturing helple.s prisoners 
the women, it was claimed were prc 
worst offenders, 

The Grand -Yéarly Council of the 
Hudson’s Bay Company had been sit- 
ting at Fort Carlton and we were all 
anxiously waiting for the retyrn of 
Chief Commission Donald A. Smith, 
and at last he and his party, driving 
furiously ag usual-with relays of pon- 
ies all along ‘he route making fiom 
eighty to one hundred and twenty-five 
miles, daily, arrived at Ellis. “They 
only stayed for dinner, handed cover 
the minutes of council affecting Swan 
River to Mr. McDonald}* and then 
pushed on to Fort Garr,.

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An American View 


_ Of Problems Confronting 


a War-Stricken Europe 


(Richard Spillane in the Philadelphia 
Public Ledger) 

lf the French or British or Italians, 
or any of the Europeans, do anything 
or say anything that smacks of in- 
gratitude to America, be tolent. War 
has left an aftermath of problems that 
are so difficult of solution and in sorre 
itistances are becoming so complicat* 
ed that they must be excused if, at 
times, they give an exhibition of what, 
in the case of an individual, would be 
called “nerves,” 

Take the case of the British, They 
must control a large part of the trade 
of the world or. they cannot thrive, 
‘They draw raw materials from all sec- 
tions of the globe and send back fin- 
ished goods. If they lose their large 
markets their industries are imperiled. 
India is their largest single market for 
cotton goods. Without the trade of 
India Lancashire would be hard hit. 
In the war period Japan and America 

_ made heavy inroads in India. Great 
Britain has recovered considerable of 
the business, but is far from being 
back in her old position: 

Before the war Great Britain had a 
pronounced advantage in overseas 
trade by reason of shipping coal to 
wiany parts of the world—always hav- 
ing an outgoing cargo—and thereby 
being able to offer moderate freight 
rates on the return voyage. Now 
Great Britain has lost control of coal, 
Production prices in Wales and Eng- 
land are so excessive that British coal 
exports ha¥e declined from 70,000,000 
tons a year in pre-war times to about 
one-third of that amount today. If 
Great Britain’is to recover her posi- 
tion on the sea it must be through de- 
velopment of oil supplies. In this 
she is far behind America. 

Through mandate and by conquest 
Great Britain added to her domain, 
Owing to the war, 1,500,000 square 
miles of territory—an area about 
equal to all of the United States east 
of the Mississippi. It is questionable 
whether this is an asset or a liability. 

* * © * 

It is not unlikely the British, in des- 
perate endeavor to recover their for- 
eign commerce, will do many things 
that will irritate Americans, especially 
as America has a merchant marine 
second only to the British. In two 
big markets—South America and the 
Far East—the British and Americans 
will be sharply competitive. The Brit- 
ish will have the advantage of long ex- 
perience and well-established banking 

- and commercial agencies. -The Ameri- 
cans will be favored by ability to fin- 
ence new developments and make 
government and other loans that in- 
fluence trade. 

France, atways mercurial, has 
swung from excessive praise of 
America to carping criticism. Why 
not? By legislative act we have de- 
prived her of the great market for one 
of her chief ptoducts—wine, The 
tuillions of doltars she got yearly for 
her champagnes are cut off. She is 
punished additionally by the debase- 
ment 6f the franc when, with it, she 
is compelled to buy American goods. 
From champagne, still wines and the 
tourist traffic she nearly balanced her 
import trade. 

Now ehe faces an adverse trade bal- 
ance, aggravated greatly by the loss 
of her wine and tourist income, Strug- 
gling under a burden of taxation 
which no other people would endure 
without repudiation or revolt, and 
feeling that she hag been deserted by 
her friends after she has suffered the 
most of all the nations in the war, 
she should be excused if at times she 
indulges in temperamental outbursts.

For Better Country Roads 


An Underground City 


| Familiar Streets ih London are Found 
Duplicated Below. 

A man may spend the whole of his 
life in London and yet never set eyes 
on that wonderful underground city 
which stretches its maze under the 
“Babylon of bricks” with which he is 
familiar, says Tit-Bits. 

He has, in fact, without realizing 
it, been. Walking over a buried city, 
with its network of scores of miles 
or strects. ‘ 

And yet this silent subterranean 
London may be explored by anyone 
who will take the trouble to get the 
necessary permission, 

We descend to our underworld be- 
neath the Holborn Viaduct and find 
ourselves in a_ well-lighted vaulted 
passage, with a well-paved floor and: 
walls faced with white bricks. Be- 
side us run the pipes of the gas and’ 
water companies, troughs containing 
the wires of the Electric Company, 
and the telegfaph wires of the General 
Post Office. Overhead run the pneu- 
.| matic tubes through which the writ- 
ten telegrams.are blown from the dis- 
trict offices to St. Martin’s-le-Grand. 

As we wander on we find passages 
branching off to right and left, each 
labelled with the name of the strect 
above it. 
along Fleet Street, we see Shoe Lane 
leading off to our right, Whitefriars 
and Bouverie Streets to our left, and 
so -on; .¢ach familiar London street 
having its duplicate in our subter- 
ranean city, and each house above 
having its corresponding number be- 
low. At intervals: we find shafts 
communicating with the upper world, 
admitting light and air; and through 
them we hear the tramp of feet and 
the rumble of wheels, 

Now we hear the muffled rush of 

a train beneath our feet again 
through a grating we see a busy 
station far below us. 
- If we wish to carry our explora- 
tion farther we must equip ourselves 
in a rough smock, sea-boots, and a 
sou’-wester, With candle in hand, 
let _us descend into the dark depths 
beneath Farringdon Street, and make 
our first acquaintance with the his- 
toric Fleet River, which once flowed 
through green fields from the heights 
of Hampstead. 

Now we find ourselves in a vaulted 
channel four yards high, through 
which the waters of the Fleet River 
flow swiftly towards the Thames. As 
we proceed the’ sound of falling water 
grows loud in the ear, and soon we 
are looking’ on a cascade which pours 
its watérs with a roar into thoséof 
the Fleet. A waterfall beneath the 
hurrying traffic of Ludgate Circus! 

“But the most remarkable part of un- 
derground London still remains to be 
seen—the great, far-spreading system 
of sewers. ' The sewers of London 
are so long that, in a straight line, 
they would stretch from Liverpool to 
Rome. 

These sewers have a capacity so 
enormous that they will carry away 
daily the contents of a‘lake as large 
as Hyde Park and three and a quar- 
ter feet deep. Some of them havea 
diameter of over twelve feet; their 
fall ranges from two feet to fifty feet 
in the mile, 

Nor have we yet exhausted the 
wonders of hidden London. Deep 
below the city run hundreds of miles 
of enormous gas and water mains; 
and in between, at different levels, is 
the most wonderful network, of un- 
derground railways in the world, 

There are wine-vaults which con- 
tain thousands of casks of wine.’ Be- 
neath St. Paul's Churchyard there is

Crop Rotations 


Remedy For Soil Drifting is to Seed 
Land to Grass at Regular 
Intervals, 

‘The cropping systems in vogue in 
the prairie provinces have in the 
past consisted of such arrangements 
as alternative crop and summerfallow, 
two crops of grain and then fallow 
and three crops of grain.and fallow. 
The first system has been adopted by 
a@ number of farmers in the districts 
with light, rainfall and freedom from 
early autumn frosts. This arrange- 
thent has proven fairly profitable on 
farms where good ~cultivation has 
been given the fallow. In the nor- 
thern districts two crops of grain be- 
tween summerfallows has resulted in 
a'less rank growth of straw and 

earlier maturity, The third arrange- 
ment, with three crops af grain be- 
tween fallows can only be success- 
fully carried out where there is> a 
plentiful supply of moisture or the 
moisture is carefully husbanded by 
dry farming methods. While these 
systems have proven fairly success- 
ful on the virgin soils of the west, 
farmers are. finding that the increase’ 
in weeds is demanding more frequent 
tillage of the fallow, thus increasing 
the cost of production, In addition 
to this, the fibre is rapidly becoming 
depleted and soil drifting is becoming 
a serious menace, 

The only ‘permanent remedy for 
soil drifting is to seed the land to 
grass at regular intervals. This can 
best be accomplished by establishing 
a rotation of crops: which includes 4 
grass. On the Scott Experimental 
Station no difficulty has been experi- 
enced in securing grass on good land. 
During the past nine years 27 fields 
have been seeded down and only on 
three fields has the catch been a fail- 
ure, and in every instance this was 
due to séeding grass after peas, the 
soil having been polluted with weed 
seeds from weeds that grew up after 
the peas had lodged in the late sum- 
mer, The average yield of western 
rye grass hay from 19 fields has 
amounted to 2,110 pounds per acre 
per year. The sced was sown with 
the grain. Consequently, the only 
charges against the hay crop were 
the cost of seeding, rent of land and 
cost of haying operations. Where 
the grass has been used in good rota- 
tions, the fibre has been maintained 
in the soil, the weeds have been kept 
in control with less labor, and crops 
of grain following the grass have 
shown an increase. An eight-year 
average, using two fields in each case, 
has shown wheat on western ry¢ 
grass sod summerfallow only gave a 
return of 20 bushels and 42 pounds, or 
approximately 3 1:4 bushels less per 
acre. Summerfallowing sod land has 
cost slightly more than ordinary fal- 
low. Based on pre-war prices, this 
only amounted om am average to 59 
cents per acre—-Buperimental Farm

Germany pleads poverty, but she 
has at least money erlough to keep up 
her political secret service and 
foreign ptopaganda department. ‘Of 
the latter, one of the latest disguises 
is “The League of German Patriots.” 
With its imprimatur several leaflets 
in English have been gut into cir- 
culation through the mails. One of 
them is specifically addressed to 
churchmen and appealse to’ all Chris- 
tions to sttidy carefully “the over- 
whelming proofs of Germany’s inno- 
cerice ‘and ‘the guilt of the Entente” 
in the matter of’ the responsibility 
fot “the war. It appeats thdt the 
German Government, on account of 
its “inexperience and ‘inefficiency in 
combating falsehood,” has not before 
“taken the proper steps ‘to fix upon 
England the guilt of the World War.” 
But now the job is to be done thor- 
oughly. And it is‘to be done by the 
simple means-of asking such ques-

Christ would have approved of the 
Great Lie rotting the moral fibre of 
a whole nation?” 

A longer pamphlet is intended for 
“Britons with a conscience,” and for 
the “American people.” Americans 
ought to be thankful for the implied 
compliment.

B.C. Forest Fires 


During Last Year 390,000 Acres of 
Timber Were Burned. 

Statistics compiled by the forest 
branch of the Provincial Government 
show that during last year 390,000 
acres of timber were burned in Brit- 
ish Columbia. This represents a loss 
of 236,000,000 feet, valued at $299,000. 
The damage to young growth is esti- 
mated at $186,000, or a total of $485,- 
000, as compared with $393,000 in 1919, 
Of the season’s fires 345, or 28 per 
cent. were caught and extinguished 
before they had reached a quarter of 
an acre in size, and 391, or 31 per 
cent., were extinguished before they 
had reached ten acres, Wireless
